500, plus 30 percent of the value 
in access of $16,000. The Certified 
Agency Program makes these same 
terms available, the FHA Director 
said, but they will vary with the 
merits of each case as the lender 
relates the amount of the loan 
to the value of the property and 
to the borrower's abaility to meet 
his mortgage payments. 

Started on a test basis in select- 
ed areas two years ago, the Certi- 
fied Agency Program is now being 
put in nationwide operation.

HARVESTING LATE SILAGE 

You can let your sorghum grow 
on until frost and it will not be 
seriously damaged by frost.. 

Give your late planted sorghum 
ali the iine possibile io grow, 
rather than putting it up too 
early. 

If your ‘corn for silage is late, 
allow it all the possible time be- 
fore frost. But harvest the corn 
before frost hits it. 

ARMY WORMS IN OATS 

In Hancock County the fall 
armywornis capable of destroying 
your stands of oats almost over- 
night. Make a close check in your 
oat fields two or three times a 
week to find the worms before 
they can do serious damage. 

Poison for control when you find 
three or four moths per square 
foot and they: begin to ridd'e 
the leaves., 

For armyworm control in oats 
to be grazed by cattle not being 
fattened for market nor produc- 
ing milk for market, you can 
use toxaphene, DDT, or dieldrin. 
Keep animals off for at least 14 
days after poisoning. 

Dairy cattle in milk and other 
cattle being fattened for market 
should not be grazed at anytime 
following use of these insecticides. 

For armyworm contro! in oats 
to be grazed by dairy cows or fat- 
tening animals, use methoxychlor. 
Keep livestock ofi for seven days 
following poisoning. 

FRUIT TREE PLANTIING 

Right now is the time to get 
ready for planting fruit trees, 
grapes and berries. Plant during 
the dormant season (after a kill- 
ing frost and before spring.) 
Most fruits should be planted in 
early winter to give the plants a 
chance to develop a strong root 
system during the dormant sea- 
son. 

Select your soil now and get it 
prepared. Decide now on kinds,
